Gen. C. T. Menober from 
the position of chief of the army air service brings 
forward an important issue in the conduct of spe- 
cialized branches of the American army and navy. 
Should the command and development of such

Specialized attacking forces euch as aircraft

fenses,. By putting specialists in charge of each 
branch, either of attack or defense, we develgp a 
well rounded and complete military, naval, and 
aerial force. With specialists in control of some 
branches and not in others, those branches con- 
trolled by the specialista are likely to overshadow 
and weaken the others. But with specialists in 
control of each, each will tend to ——™ both its 
offensive and defensive power. 

We put an army man, trained in military affairs, 
in the ‘active command of our army in preference 
to a civilian. We put a naval man, trained in 
naval affairs, in active command of our navy in 
preference to either a civilian or an army man. 
That is only reasonable. It seems equally reason- 
able that we should put a flying man, trained in 
aerial affairs, in active command of air service, 
and so on through all specialized branches, such 
as submarine service, anti-aircraft service, coast 
defense service, and service of supply. A difficulty 
_in carrying this theofy ‘into practice is the fact 
thet new branches of service must develop new 
men. The older men in the general service nat-: 
urally seek the jobs and’ resent being pushed aside 
for the younger’ Their appeal is based upon senti- 
ment rather than efficiency. But efficiency is what 
wins wars and maintains peace. That is what we 
want in the United States,

It is difficult to estimate where in the range 
of incomes the point is reached at which heavy 
taxation means ai tax on living expenses and 
where it becomes a tax on surplus. The point of 
necessitous living expenses could be fixed, but so 
much more than the necessities of life enters into 
the reasonable and prugentiar plans of men. 

A citizen should tonsider as necessitous not only 
the maintenance of his family in comfort and 
decent conditions but also the education of his 
children, provision against ill health and death, 
and provision against old age, and even for aid 
for his children as they enter life work. 

Twenty thousand dollars a year is a fine income, 
but it will never in itself make a man of family 
wealthy. It enables him to provide a home in a 
high degree of comfort and to make suitable pro- 
visions for the prospective probabilities and cer- 
tainties of life. He can provide for his family pnd 
protect it.

In 153 children who spoke improperly 
in the schools at Iowa City, 45 had or- 
ganic defects, 15 had nervous instability, 
and 93 had incorrect speech habits, In 
order of their frequency the speech trou- 
bles in this series were: Tone, monot- 
ony, poor,articulation, slurring, marked 
mispronunciation, inaudibility, sluggish- 
ness, nasality, lisping, faulty respiration, 
cluttering, stuttering, and stammering 
and throaty tones. Note that nearly two- 
thirds of the number had troubles due 
to incorrect speech habits. 

In the analysis of speech troubles the 
cases were divided into defective control 
of breath, defective articulation, and de- 
fective vocalization. But these are ef- 
fects. Back of them lies the céuse.

| CHANGE FOOD A LITTLE, 

Mrs. L. L. writes: “I have a baby 
boy 10 months old who weighs 17 pounds 
13 ounces. Five weeks ago he weighed 18 
pounds 5 ounces. He has six teeth. I 
give him farina in the morning and rice 
at 2p. m. I also give him five 8 ounce 
bottles of milk each day. He refuses 
to finish his bottles and sometimes leaves 
as mauch as 7 ounces and does not finish 
the other 4. The last few days he has 
refused the farina and rice. The for- 
mula which I give him consists of 26 
ounces of milk, 14 ounces of barley water, 
‘4 tablespoons maltose, He sleeps all night 
but very little during the day .time— 
about one hour. I put him to bed at 6:30

BULB BEDS PREPARED EARLY 
GROW BEST FLOWERS. 


Fall is the time to plant the bulbs 
of such flowering plants as hyacinths, 


tulips and narcissi. It is a waste of 
time and the result is almost always 
disappointing unless the bulb beds are 
carefully prepared. 

Among the fundamentals in the prep- 
aration is to spade deep and early, 
work the soil with a rake until it is 
finely pulverized and work bone meal 
down into the soil five or six inches. 
If this is done in September the 
ground is in excellent condition at 
planting time in early October, and a 
light raking to break up the crust 
when the bulbs’ are set is about all 
that-is necessary. 

The old rule of applying barnyard 
manure fails in making bulb beds. It 
is not hard to make old gardeners be- 
lieve it is detrimental to apply manure 
to the ground where bulbs are to 
be planted, but bulbs. are killed every 
year by beginners who do not know 
that the Dutch bulbs planted where 
manure is used is dangerous. They 
are killed outright, sometimes, where 
/manure is used liberally. There is only 
one kind of manure that can be ap- 
plied with a fair degree of safety. 
Manure that is so well rotted that it 
is near the humus stage may be used. 
Ground that was manured last spring 
may be safely used, for the manure is 
fairly well rotted by this time. Bone 
meal is the only fertilizer that can be 
used liberally on bulbs. 

It is best to apply the bope meal to 
the soil several weeks before the bulbs 
are to be planted, and when the mar- 
cissus and hyacinth bulbs are set 
work some of the bone meal under- 
neath them. ! 

Slaked lime or finely ground lime- 
stone sprinkled over the ground thin 
enough that it will look like a light 
layer of snow is about all the treat: 
ment that is needed. Liming is par- 
ticularly advisable on the beds where

fensive. play, argued for the adoption 
of an interpretation favoring a distinct 
pause before the ball is placed in play 
in shift formation: 
A recommendation offered by: Foster 
Sanford of Rutgers was adopted, re- 
ferring the question back to the rules 
committee for a more enlightening 
official interpretation. Sanford’s sug- 
gestion, in regolution form, was as fol- 
lows:
